LIQUOR, CRIME 
LAWSfN EFFECT 


Statutes 
Will 
Regulate 
Sale o f Wareho use 
Receipts 


(B y A s s oc ia te d P r e s r i 
COLUMBUS, Aug. 24.—New laws 
designed to regulate the sale of liq­ 
uor warehouse receipts and to com ­ 
bat crime were am ong those which 
went into effect in Ohio today. 
The state securities dep artm ent i 
took over control and supervision j 
of liquor warehouse receipt .>ales 
under provisions of the new le g-1 
Lslation. 
H enceforth all such receip ts m ustj 
be qualified by the dep artm ent b e -: 
fore sale Is p erm itted and sales­ 
men must obtain licenses sim ilar to 
those issued dealers in other se- 
curitipo. 
The anti-crim e laws are designed 
to aid in 
the 
ap p rehension 
and j 
prosecution of crim inals 
Conform - j 
ing to laws recently enacted by mast ! 
other states, they form p art of a 
nation-w ide p rogram for com bat- : 
ting crime. 
Officers of states having the u n i- ; 
form laws are p erm itted by one of 
the new laws to c ros , boundaries of 
those states to compel the attend - j 
ance of m aterial witnesses before a j 
grand jury or at the trial of the 
accused. 
Another authorizes peace officers 
to crass state lines in p ursuit of 
crim inals only to the boundaries 
of their own state. 
Minor changes in the liquor con­ 
trol act also became effective to­ 
day. 
They provide for a new $50 p er­ 
m it for selling p rep ared cock tails, 
bottled highballs, cordials and other 
mixed beverages; increase the club 
p erm it fee from $100 to $200 and 
prohibit drug stores from selling 
liquor on prescription. 
The refund of 9 0 per cent of all 
unearned p erm it fees in case a lo­ 
cality votes dry Is required in a n ­ 
other new provision 
Perm its arc

It is illegal for a bank to honor such 
a check and bank examiners hold the 
bank strictly accountable in all

Most overdrafts are uninten­ 
tional.
